Omana, Neb,, July 2.—Long before the hour 
gathering the vast convention hall was 
ow4ed with visitors. The scene presented 
cteristics of a great National Conven- 
. There was one significant difference 
vtween the gathering to-day and the Na- 
mal Conventions of the Democratic and Re- 
ablican parties held a few days ago. In the 
onvention to-day the politician was con- 
picuously absent. Tactics and subterfuge 
gave way to open declarations, and all there 
was of politics in this convention was on the 
surface and plainly manifested in every 
demonstration that reason afforded. 

Indeed, there was little of the sharp com- 
petition for factional advantage that is typi- 
dal of all other national conventions. Every- 
body seemed to be in a congratulatory mood 
over the large attendance to the convention, 
and there was a general opinion that har- 
mony should be selected to lead the fight in 
the coming campaign. 

Like Banquo’s ghost, the Gresham boom 
will not down.

PRESENT STATUS OF THE NEGOTIATIONS—BRA- 
ZIL’S REBELLION. 

SANTIAGO, July 2.—Concerning the assaults 
on the Baltimore’s sailors, the Ohilian Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs says that the last dis- 
patches relative to the question were passed 
when Senor Montt still represented Chili In 
Washington. At that time Minister Montt 
told Secretary Blaine that the claims pre- 
sented on the part of the United States ~~ 
not be considered by his Government unless 
the amounts were greatly reduced.

A MILDER TONE. 


BISMARCK TEMPERING HIS ATTACKS ON THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

Murten, July 2.—Commenting on the inter- 
view with Prince Bismarck published in a 
Munich paper, which interview ts couched in 
a milder form than any other Bismarck inter- 
views, and which is dated June 27, a London 
letter says: It is difficult to believe that the 
interview was not ante-dated in order to 
allow Prince Bismarck to tone down the 
-asperities of his former utterances without 
appearing to do so under the pressure of the 
North German Gazette articles. If so there is 
room for the hope that the appels which 
have been made to Prince Bismarck by his 
warmest admirers have not fallen upon dear 
ears and that Prince Bismarck will postpone 
all controversy until he can appear in the 
Diet, where nobody will dispute his right to 
criticise the Government. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung Of Berlin points out 
some inconsistences In Prince Bismarck’s re- 
cent utterances, apparentiy proving decay 
of his mental powers. 

A band of musicians serenaded Prince and 
Princess Bismarck at Kissengen last even- 
ing. A large crowd surrounded the villa 
occupied by the distinguished visitors and 
cheered enthusiastically for the ex-Chan- 
cellor. Prince Bismarck regaled the con- 
ductor of the band with Wine and cigars and 
treated the other musicians to copious 
draughts of beer. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


HEBREWS PROMOTING WAR—CHURCH AND STATE 
—BRIEF MENTION. 

BERLIN, July 2.—There Can be no doubt that 
the English influence with the German Ap- 
glophiles and Polesin the Baltic Provinces 
is being used by the Hebrew bankers and 
other influential members of that sect to 
force Germany into war with Russia. So long 
as Prince Bismarck wasat the helm this co- 
alition was not able to.forcethe hand of the 
German Government, but itis evident now 
how much this has gained ground when the 
Prince himself, whoin the past has sinned 
much against Russia, is compelléd to raise 
his warning voice to point out to his country 
the danger in which it stands. 

The Kreuz Zeitung remarks: | 

Nothing could show more clearly than the 
foregoing quotation the injury that Prince 
Bismarck’s utterances have inflicted upon 
the German foreign policy. 


CHURCH AND STATE. 
Paris, July 2.—The Pope has written a let- 
ter to the Bishop of Grenoble regarding the 
relations between church and State in 
France. His Holiness says that he regrets 
that some Catholics show themselves rebel. 
lious in regard to the injunctions of the 
Church on the pretext that these injunctions 
are of a character.. The Vatican, 
the Pope adds, does not seek to enter politics 
but when politics are bound up witb religi- 
ous interests, as in France, if anybody its 
trusted with a mission to determine the at- 
titude of the church, it is the supreme pon-

LAUGHING AT SIM. 


Oscar Wilde’s Threat-Foreign Drama 
and Art. 

Lorpon, July 2.—All London is laughing 
at Oscar Wilde’s threat to become a French- 
man, because the examiner of plays refused 
to allow his play ‘‘Salome’’ to be presented 
in London. 

The Paris Gaulois publishes the gushing in- 
terview with Mr. Wilde, in which he said he 
was too much of on artist to admire the 
practical qualities of the English. He could 
not love them. He had long been enamored 
of French and the French. To him there 
were only two languages—the French and the 
Greek, It is pointed out by those who com- 
ment on Mr. Wilde’s threat to expatriate 
himself that if he becomes a citizen of France 
he will be compelled to serve in the French 
army. It is not believed that life as a con- 
script would fully satisfy the longings of Mr. 
Wilde’s aesthetic and artistic nature. 

It is the general opinion that the examiner 
of plays acted wisely in deciding not to allow 
Salome to be put on the boards here. The 
play is described as a realistic mixture of 
Scripture and modern passion, only fit for 
production at the Theater Libre. One of the 
characters is John the Baptist, who repels 
with horror the feverish advances of a Pari- 
sian Salome, who is always asking him to 
kiss her on the mouth, The plot moves on 
this style until after the dance before Herod, 
when at her mother’s instigation Salome 
asks for the head of John the Baptist. Then 
when revenge is sated Salome seizes the 
head, which is represented by a wax effigy on 
a charger, and kisses it in a frenzy of revived 
passion. 

This added to Herod’s incestuous loves and 
garnished with passages from the New 
Testament would prove difficult fare fora 
British audience. Mme. Bernhardt, who 
was to play the part of Salome, always hada 
hankering after biblical subj A — 
ing immense dramatic possibilities. Doubts 
are expressed both here and in Paris as to 
whether the French: censorship will pass 
Salome.

After a word or 
two more we separated, and 1 have not seen 
him since. 

Do you know where he is now?“ 

1 donot 
even know whether or not he is in the city. I

Marxer Wants a New Trial. 
Ex-Gov. Johnson filed a motion fora new 
trial this morning on behalf of Frank Marxer, 
who was found guilty of murder inthe first 
degree last Thursday for having shot 


and killed Michael Treiner, a private watch- 
man, in the Iron Mountain freight yards 
last September. In addition to the 
stereotyped reasons given for the motion, 
namely, that illegal testimony was admitted 
on the side of the prosecution and legal testi- 
mony ruled out on the other side; that the 
verdict was contrary tothe law and the evi- 
dence, and that new evidence has been dis- 
covered, Gov. Johnson claims in his motion 
that the court erred in not instructing the 
jury on murder in the second degree and 
the various degrees of manslaughter and that 
the jury was guilty of such misconduct as 
tended to prevent afairand due considera- 
tion of the case and the verdict was reached 
by means of other than a fair expression of 
opinion on the part of all the jurors.’’ 

Gov. Johnson thinks it very strange that 
six of the jurors entered the jury room con- 
vinced that his client was innocent and that 
they were induced to change their minds and 
agree to a verdict of guilty’ of murder in the 


first degree. He says that he was in favor in 
the first place of having the case tried 
before a country. jury and even drew 
up the pa per or a motion for 


a change of venue but that Marxer refused 
to sign it, sayiNg that he wanted the matter 
settled without any delay whatever. If he 
was to be hung, he wanted to know it as 
soon as possible, He wouldn’t even consent, 
Gov. Johnson says, to having the 
case continued.

Men Will Not Go on a Strike—At 
Helmbacher’s Mills. 


Ex-Congressman Frederick G. Niedring- 
haus said to-day that the wage question was 
settled as far as their mills are concerned. 
The representatives of the Iron Manufactur- 
ers’ Association and the representatives of 
the workmen met in conference at Pittsburg 
and agreed to the scale for the coming year,’’ 
said Mr. Niedringhaus.

Judge Fisher Insists That the Child Must

Garesche stated to the court that an attempt 
had deen made to deliver the child to its 
mother, but that the child would 


not 1 Yesterda afternoon, Mr. 
Garesche stated, his client had taken the 
child and start to where Mrs. Keane is 
stopping at her parents’ home, 4147 Lucky 
street, but that when they got near the 
house the child struggle and cried 
and said she would not go. It was feared, 
the attorney stated, that the child would go 
into spasms, and the attempt to bring it any 
‘further was abandoned. 
THE ORDER MUST BE OBEYED. 

Judge Fisher said the order of court must 
be obeyed. There was no reason, the court 
stated, why the order should not be carried 
out, with a child of that age. r. Garesche 
then offered to have the id brought 
into the court and turned over 
to an officer of the court, but 
Judge Fisher refused to modify the ’ order. 
The attorney then said something tothe ef- 
fect that he was inclined to advise his client 
not to make any further attempt to comply 
with the order.

The child is subject to spasms and 
I was afraid it would bring them on if at- 
tempted to force her, and I said I would not 
do it. I brought the child down to the 
Sheriff’s office and saw Mr. Daly. He said 
the order would have to be carried out. i 
then brought the child home. Iwill see my 
wife to-day and try and arrange with her to 
bring the child to her. 


An Alleged Cruelty Case. 


The Probate Court was engaged to-day 
hearing testimony in the matter of Robert 
Everts, the 7-year-old child who was taken 
from Mrs. Maggie Sanders, who lived on a 
fat doat at the foot of Dorcas street, at the 
instigation of the Humane Society, which al- 
leged that the child was being abused. 

A number of witnesses who live in the 
vicinity gave testimony ofthe treatment to 
which the child was subjected. Mrs. Theresa 
Klein, whose husband is keeper of the West- 
ern Rowing Club boat-house, testified that 
she had seen the child going barefooted in 
the middle of last November, and 
that in the cold winter weather 
he was poorly clad. He used to come up to 
the doat house and ask for something to eat, 
she said. Whenshe would give it to bim, 
she stated, he would not wait to eat it, say- 
ing, she alleged, that if he did his grand 
mother’’ would whip alm. The 
appearance of the child, sue said, 
indicated that he was starved. He would 
take a quart of milk and drink it down rav- 
enously, she testified. On ohe occasion he 
told her, she said, that there was nothing to 
eat in the house for three days. 

The witness also testified that she had seen 
the son of Mrs. Sanders, a grown: man, fol- 
low the child for a considerable distance 
witha heavy switch, and whip the child 
while the child was carrying a bucket 
filled with coal. That is the man right 
there. said the witness, pointing to a man 
who sat beside Mrs. Sanders. The bucket 
was an ordinary water pail, and he walked 
behind the child and whipped him every 
step until he reached the boat. 

On Christmas there was a Christmas tree at 
the boat-house and Mrs. Kiein said she gave 
the child a paper of cakes, candy, oranges, 
etc. Hetold her afterwards, she testified 
that Uncle Bill and Wad’’ took them all 
from him excepting two cakes. 

A man named Wetzel testified that he had 
heard the child’s cries every day and some- 
times several times a day. e sounds were, 
he sald, screams, and not crying. At times 
the cries would hush: into low moans, as 
though the child had become unconscious. 
Other witnesses testified to hearing the 
child’s screants. 

The childa’s father, it is stated. left it with 
Mrs. Sanders in the South about a year ago, 
and has not been heard from since. Mrs. 
Sanders has two sons. William was the 
name of the one that was in court to-day. 

The Humane Society is seeking to havea 
9 appointed by the court, under the 

which provides for the care of friendless 
children. W. Fauntleroy is conducting the 
case for the Humane Socie y. The Sanderses 
have no lawyer. When the writ was issued 
by the Probate Court to havethe child taken 
from Mrs. Sanders, the boy could not be 
found, and was not got fora few days after, 
when it was found by Officer Eaward Mebon- 
ald at 2004 Eugenia street, at the house of 
Mrs. Mary Shelby, a daughter of Mrs. San- 


ders. 

Judge Woerner appointed the Humane So- 
ciety guardian of the boy, who is a bright, 
handsome child.

Curiosities From Utah’s Caverns. 


From the Salt Lake Tribune. 

Walter Kemp of St. George, an old timer 
here, prospector, Indian fighter and relic 
hunter, is in the city for the purpose of inter- 
viewing the Utah World's Fair Commission in 
regard to making an exhibit of the natural 
and other curiosities which he says abound in 
his partof the Territory. Mr. Kemp has a 
magnificent collection of stalactites which he 
has secured from two caves—one the La Vir- 

gin, about five miles south of Toquerville, 

ood the other a great cave in the Black War- 
stor mine, which is about twenty-five miles 
west of St. George. These stalactites, Mr. 
Kemp says, are ofall the colors of the rain- 
bow and from six inches long to forty feet. 

The La Virgin Cave, from which some of 
the most beautiful . were obtalned, 
was discovered by Thomas Juda of St. George 
in a most remarkable way. Mr. Judd was 
runninga tunnel through what is known as 
the La Virgin bench to being water from the 
Virgin River for irrigating purposes, when 
he broke through into the cave. Mr. Kemp 
describes the appearance of the cave Inside 
to have boen or 8 beauty when the 
light was first let in, e walls being in- 
crusted with pure alum "ina the floor and roof 
hung with beautiful crystal columns of all 
colors, shapes and sizes. The other cave, 
the Black Warrior, as it is called, was dis- 
covered in working the mine of that name at 
a depth of about 365 feet under zround. Mr. 
Kemp says that the stalactite columns in this 
cave hun * thickly that it was at first im- 
possible K. without breaking a trail 
through the ining columns.

Twenty-five British Sealers Captured 
in Alaska. 


THE STEAMER COQUILLON SENT TO 
SITKA WITH A PRIZE CREW. : 
me EE a 

Iilicit Traffic in Forbidden Waters—A 
Plain Case of Violation of 4merican 
Revenue Laws—Heavy Haul by the 
Corwin Due to Derective Work—Sup- 

plies Out Off 


' Vierorta, British Columbia, July 2.—The 
excursion steamer Queen arrived at Nanimo 
from Alaska yesterday, bringing word that 
twenty-five sealing schooners flying the 
Brtish flag, together with the British steamer 
Coquilion, chartered to actas tender to the 
sealing fleet, have all been gathered in by 
Capt. Hooper of the United States revenue 
steamer Corwin for violation of United States 


revenue laws. 

The Colonist special says: The British 
steamer Coquillon of Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, McLellin, Master, arrived at Sitka on 
June 26 in charge of Lieut. Quinn and 
Assistant Engineer Bretherton and was 
turned overto the United States Collector 
of Customs for violation Of the revenue laws. 
The Coquillon was seized by Capt. Hooper at 
Port Etches, Prince William Sound, on June 
22, for having blank manifests on board 
showing neither cargo nor passengers and 
for entering and towing cargoes out of tne 
ports of Alaska and bringing stores to and 
receiving seal skins from the British sealing 
fleet within the jurisdiction of tne United 
States withow entry or permit. Her opera- 
tions were observed by Lieut. J. B. Quinn of 
the Corwin, who, disguised in citizen’s 
clothing, bad been out to Port Etches for the 
purpose of watching the movements of the 
schooners and steamers. The Coquillon is a 
single screw propeller of 100 tons burden, 
carrying twelve men and five pas- 
sengers, and had on board nearly six 
thousand seal skins, valued at 
$70,000, besides all stores for the fleet. She 
is cleared by the Union Steamship Co. of 
Vancouver and was chartered by the British 
Columbir Sealers’ Association of Victoria. 
The twenty-five British schooners were 
boarded in Port Etches,and after being given 
reasonable time for weather and repairs they 
were ordered out ofthe harbor. The seizure 
of the Coguillon leaves all the British sealing 
fleet in tHe Northern waters without supplies. 
The Coqulllon is discharging all the seal skins 
which she received from English sealers 
and is also discharging all stores 
which she was going to put 
on board the sealers when Capt. 
Hooker. took her in charge. The twenty- 
five schopners and the Britis h steamer were 
in the port of Etches when the Corwin came 
into the harbor and gathered them all in. 
About au the sealers in Alaskan waters have 
been boarded by the Corwin or other United 
States warships forming the patrol. The 
Mohican, Ranger, Pinta, Hasler and Corwin 
areallin Sitka. The news wasa great sur- 

rise here. It is thought Capt. Hooper’s ac- 

ion was to cut off the schooners from their 
source of supplies, thus starting them home. 

This will not work with many of them, as 
they are outfited forthe whole season, buta 
few may be compelled to return. The seiz- 
ure itself does be as 
serious as at 4 be 
supposed. Capt. J. 8. Cox, President of the 
Sealers’ Association, says the question at 
issue is not affected atall. The only wrong 
charged against the steamer is for going too 
close to Alaska soll to transfer the supplies 
consigned tothe sealers. Of course, she had 
no manifest, not expecting to get to any port, 
nor did she enter Port gitches, as there are 
no officials of any government ‘located there. 

She left port with a complete store list, how- 
ever, and complied strictly with otehr 
forms. As there could be no charge against 
her of attempting to defraud the 
revenue laws by smuggling goods into 
Alaska for sale the boat wonld not be liable to 
confiscation, or a more serious penalty upon 
the combined charges than fines of perhaps 
$2,400. The seal skins and other cargo could 
not be touched, not being responsible for the 
misdoings of the schooners any more than 
consignments of lawfal merchandise. As for 
the schooners, it was evident that they had 
not transferred their catch, as it would be 
more like 60,000 than 6,000. 

A meeting of the association may possibly 
be held during the dayto give attention to 
the latest developments in the situation.

QUEENSTOWN, Ireland, July 2.—The Inm an 
Line steamer, City of Chicago, Capt. Ra d- 
ford, from New York, which went ashore la st 
evening onthe barren rocks, about half a 
mile inside the old head of Kinsale, remains 
fast. Three tugs are lying close by her ready 
to render any assistance in their power, but 
as yet they have not been called upon to 
make anuttempt to haul her of. Whenit 
was found last night that there was no prob- 
ability of the steamer being gotten afloat, the 
boatswain piped the boats’ crews to quar- 
ters,and the passengers were told they 
would have to abandon the ship. There was 
absolutely no panic on board. The sea was 
comparatively smooth, and the passengers 
entered the boats without hesitation. They 
allreached shore in safety. The ladies on 
board behaved with the greatest courage 
throughout. They were the figstto be sent 
ashore. Sixty of the passengers 
on landing were given th mporary shelter 
at Lloyds’ signal station. 

The rockets sent up by the City of Chicago 
conveyed the intelligence to the people living 
in the vicinity that the wreck had occurred. 
In a short time about one hundred peasants 
gathered upon the high cliff looking down 
upon the scene of the wreck. The members 
of the Coast Guard arrived shortly afterward 
and they procured rope ladders, which they 
lowered down the face of the cliff. The 
ladies then ascended in safety. The men 
were hauled up with ropes by the peasants 
and the coast guards. No accident hap- 
penea, except to a6-year-old boy, who fell 
forty feet from a rock. Most fortunately for 
him he was seentoslip by the sallors of the 
City of Chicago standing below and they 
rushed and caught him before he reached the 
ground. When all hands had reached the 
top of the cliff they were supplied with heavy 
coats to protect them from dampness. Carts 
and jaunting cars were then sent for, and on 
them a majority of the passengers traveled 
tothe town of Kinsdale, twelve miles from 
the wreck. 

As soon as the news of the accident reached 
Queenstown tenders were dispatched to the 
stranded steamer to take off the mails and 
passengers’ baggages. Derricks were rigged 
when the tenders arrived and the passen- 
gers’ baggage was hauled up from the hold 
and placedon them. The mall sacks were 
also transferred to the tenders. 

Capt. Redford had in the meantime decided 
that his ship would have to be lightened and 
as much ofthe cargoas could be put aboard 
the tenders was trans-shipped. While this 
work was being done the foglifted and the 
tenders were loaded and returned to Queens- 
town. 

The passengers speak in the highest terms 
of the behavoir of Capt. Redford and all the 
officers and crew of the steamer. It has 
been learned thatafter the City of Chicago 
left New York everything went well until 
Fastnet light on aiocky isle, seventy miles 
southwest of Cape Clear was made. Thena 
fog set in. This afterward lifted fora time, 
but quickly settled again. Nothing happened 
until the vessel struck. After she struck she 
rebounded slightiy, then rem ained fast with 
her bow fixed in the rocky cove. The engines 
were at once reversed at full speed, but it 
was found impossible get to her off. 

Mr. John T. Kavanagh, the purser of the 
City of Chieago, has arrived at Queenstown.

The agent of the Lloyds 
think that the steamer is pivoted on the rock 
just below the funnel, He says there are nine 
fathoms of water from the tunnel aft. Quite 
a swell is on andthe ship is working. This 1s 
bad, for her moving on the rock will cause 
her bottom to be torn out. The agent thinks 
that no attempt will be made to float the 
steamer until powerful pumping gear is sent 
toher. Her own pumps would not keep her 
free, and it is safer to let her remain where 
she is for the present.
